HIS is, as you well know, a part 
of our Saviour s anſwer to the two 
diſciples, whom Jaln the Raptiſt had 
þ commulſioned with that important 

ueſtion, Art thou he that ſhould come, 


or do we = or another? It is not material to ex- 


amine, whether the Baptiſt heſitated on this ſub- 
ject or not: He might think it neceſſary to make 
the enquiry for the ſake of his doubting followers ; 
and at the ſame time, having now performed his 
office, he might himſelf juſtly expect an authentic 
declaration on the part of the perſon whoſe miſſion 
he had prepared, and a public aſſumption of thas 
character which had been foretold. 
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Ir our Saviour, in his reply, had only affirmed 
that He was the Perſon that was to be ſent, it 
would not have been ſufficient to have removed 
thoſe doubts, and ſcruples which theſe meſſengers 
laboured under. It was expedient that he ſhould 
apply certain vouchers, which might vindicate the 
peculiarity of his prophetic character, and fix it on 
indiſputable authority. 


To theſe meek and humble enquirers, whoſe 
doubts were very pardonable, who were well per- 
ſuaded already that ſome great prophet was come, 
and only defired to ſee the diſtinguiſhing teſt of 
the true MEss1Aan in him; to. ſuch, who came 
with minds thirſting after truth, and ready. to em- 
brace any degree of evidence that became 10 impor- 
tant a queſtion, our bleſſed Saviour indulges the 
fulleſt teſtimony that could be granted. It is a com- 
prehenſive anſwer, including the collective force 
of thoſe proofs, which he at other times urges 
ſeparately to evince his divine miſſion. --- The blind 
receive their fight, and the lame wall, the lepers are 


cleanſed, and the deaf hear, the dead are raiſed fs and 


the poor have the goſpel preached to them. 


Hap this anſwer been given in our Saviour's 
own words, though highly ſatisfactory to any other 
enquirer, yet to a Jew, accuſtomed to the uſe 
and application of Prophecies relating to the Mrs- 
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si Au, an important circumſtance had been omitted; 
he had been ſilent on that great topic which had 
animated the holy Patriarchs, and was the foul of 
their Religion. Our Saviour therefore appeals to 
the evangelical prophet, and confirms the autho- 


rity of his works, by the prophetic deſcription of 
them. 


Bor that which completes the force of the an- 
ſwer is, the character given in it of the miſſion 
our Saviour was veſted with, and of the nature 
of the doctrine he came to promulgate, as contain- 
ed in the words of my text, And the Poor have the 
goſpel preached to them. 


Wuo are meant by rhe Poor in this place is 
evident by having recourſe to the context in the 


prophet Jſaiab, from whence theſe words are 


taken. | The LoRD-hath anointed me to preach 

good tidings unto the meek, he hath ſent me to bind up 
= broken hearted, to proclaim li berty to the capti ve 
To appoint unto them that mourn in Zion, to give unto 
them beauty for aſhes, the oil of joy for mourning ; the 
garment of prazfe for | the ſpirit f heavineſs ; that they 
might be called trees of righteouſneſs, the 2 ng of the

tended to, the popular opinion of a temporal and 
inn Redeemer could not have gained ſuch

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hold upon the minds of men. It ſeems intended 
to check the unruly ſpirit of ambition, and ſubdue 
any extravagant thirſt for wealth and dominion ; 
and to let the world know, previous to the appear- 
ance of the great Perſon who was to be ſent, that 
it was a Goſpel ſuited, not to the temporal intereſt 
of the great and mighty upon earth, who as in the 
ſequel foretold, would at their diſappointment be 
offended, and would reject it, but to the refreſh- 
ment of thoſe who were heavy laden, to the relief 
and conſolation of the Poor, the meek and the 
humble ſufferer of every kind St earth. 
O bie $7 9s 

Ir this part of our caviouſts reply. broonfidan 
in the light of giving a general character of his 
goſpel, it at the ſame time acquires a peculiar force 
and propriety, in conveying the higheſt degree of 
comfort to theſe humble meſſengers, the Diſciples 
of a Maſter, whoſe life had been a life of mortifica- 
tion and ſorrow, who was at this time in _ 
and on the point of ſuffering a viglent death. 


Return to your Maſter, and let Tre judge from 
the miracles I have performed, compared with the 
prophetic deſcription of #1 M, who was to be 
ſent, whether I am the true MEs881an. Not in- 
deed a triumphant Redeemer of Mrael from ſubjec- 
tion to the Roman Empire; but ſent: for very dif- 
ferent and much more noble purpoſes, the redemp- 
tion not only of Ie, but of all mankind; from 

| the 
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the ſlavery of ſin and the dominian of death. My 
doctrine will not be adapted to the proſperous con- 
dition of its followers in this life: ſuch muſt ſuffer, 
and I ſhall ſuffer too; but the glad-tidings I bring 
relate to thoſe who can ſuperſede the vulgar preju- 
dice againſt ſuffering Virtue; who, by accepting 
the gracious offer under ſuch apparent difadvan« 
tages, will be entitled to peculiar bleſſings, and diſ- 
tinguiſhed rewards in another life. 


IwiII I enlarge on this character of the Goſpel, 
as bringing glad- riding. to the Poor, in the extended 
and comprehenfive ſenſe of that word; and from 
thence ſhall deduce ſome obſervations applicable 
to our preſent meeting. 


In the preſent conſtirution of things there muſt 
not only ſubſiſt a great fubordination amongſt men, 
but a variety of evil will likewiſe mtermix, and 
ſpread itſelf through the whole human ſyſtem. It 
has been the work of Religion, not, hke the fran- 
tic Philoſophy of old, to deny the exiſtence of 
Evil, but, to enable us to bear it with patience 
and magnanimity, and to vindicate the juſtice and 
goodneſs of Providence in theſe anbauen une- 
qual diſtributions. 


Ax though from the dictate of calm and undiſ- 
Turbed reafon, as well as the declarations from 
Heaven, very kind and comfortable ſuggeſtions 
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are made to the poor and wretched of ſome future 
recompence for undeſerved ſufferings, yet no where 
is this doctrine ſo amply diſcovered, or ſo ny 
explained, as in the Goſpel of CuxIST. 2 


In the ban of the firſt Sermon me 
by our Saviour, which is, as it were, a Comment 
on the words of my text, he unfolds the happineſs 
which will attend the various caſes of poverty and 
ſuffering that may befal good men in our preſent 
condition. And indeed every page of the New 
Teſtament breaths forth comfort of various kinds; 
and ſhews, that the 4: ſtreſſed are the peculiar e 
of that divine diſpenſation. 


AnD this it does, in the firſt ER by "Hl 
forth into action every ſentiment of humanity that 
warms the breaſt, upon topics and motives unheard 
of before; and by declaring in the ſtrongeſt man- 
ner to the rich and great,' that their abundance 
was given to them in truſt, for the good of others, 
and that the neglecting and deſpiſing of their fellow - 
creatures is a crime of the higheſt magnitude, and 
ſubject to the ſevereſt reſentment. 


Bur moreover, as the benevolence of man is 
imperfect at beſt, and often reſtrained where it moſt 
wiſhes to extend itſelf, the Goſpel gives the moſt 
ſolid foundation for patience and reſignation, from 


the warmeſt aſſurances of the Almighty's power 


and 
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and readineſs to remove the evil, if it be expedient 
and proper for us; from the ſpiritual ſuccours which 
it has in ſtore for the refreſhment of the Soul, and 
the enabling it to go through the ſevereſt trials; 
and laſtly, from the certain proſpect of another 
life, where pain and grief ceaſe for ever. 


How eſſentially neceſſary to the comfort of this 
preſent imperfect condition theſe extraordin 
aſſiſtances, and this future proſpect muſt be, may 
be beſt concluded from that variety of Evil which 
ſurrounds us ; much of which no human foreſight 


can prevent, no power on earth, however friendly 
and ſincere, can remove or mitigate. 


RECcoLLECT, in various inſtances, the diſmal 
effects of wild Ambition, of Malice, Revenge, and 
of all the black paſſions of depraved nature. 


Look around, and obferve in many ſuch acute 


and unremitting diſtempers, that Life becomes 
under them almoſt inſupportable. 


Wuar a ſource of anguiſh ariſes to the mind, 


independent of the real ſufferings themſelves, from 
the peculiar circumſtances attending the caſe,--- 
from ſudden loſſes and diſappointments, in which 
not only ourſelves, but, which ſharpens the ſeve- 
rity of the blow, our innocent dependents are 
cloſely involved, fxgm the neglected complaints 
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of loud diſtreſs, ---- the ſecret pinings of modeſt 
want, --- the inſurmountable obſcurity of accom- 
pliſned worth,--the honeſt and zealous ſearch after 
Truth, not only reſtrained, but puniſhed. by bi- 
gotry and folly, --- the loſs of Fame and Eſteem, 
from falſe accuſation, or ill- grounded furmiſe,--- 
from the ungrateful, and baſe, and often cruel re- 
turns made to the pureſt and moſt liberal conduct.-- 
Theſe, and many others that may be the object of 
every diſcerning perſon's obſervation, may tend to 
ſhew, that unleſs there be ſomething hereafter to 
balance theſe various evils of body and mind, Man 
of all creatures is the moſt miſerable. 


Many of theſe indeed are, in the hands of a 
wiſe Providence, inſtruments of our good, and an- 
fwer great purpoſes in the moral world ; but they 
are Evils and ſore ones too, and can only be born 
with magnanimity by arguments drawn from Re- 
velation in the Goſpel of CRIS T. 


Bur there are others of a much more grievous 
nature than thoſe that relate to the body, or to any 
temporal concerns; and ſo much the more ſevere, 
as they imply the having offended the only healing 
hand that could give relief; I mean, the painful 
reflections of a guilty mind. Until the mind is 
hardened in the habitual practice of fin, and in- 
ſenſible of its condition, every transgreſſion of duty 
muſt be accompanied with diſtreſſing recollection, 

that 
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that it is contrary, to the eſtabliſhed order of things; 
that it is unbecoming a rational creature and that 
it is highly affronting to the great Author of his 


Being, and deſerving his immediate vengeance. 


Even perſons of the moſt exalted piety, under 
the various infirmities of human nature, find them- 
ſelves frequently failing 1 in that ſtrict attention that 
is required in the courſe of a religious life ; they la- 
ment with grief and remorſe the imperfection of 
of their endeavours; and the more delicate their 
ſentiments are of duty and gratitude, the more 


affecting will be the recollection of having given 


the = Their reſource is only in the promiſe 


of pardon, as delivered in the Goſpel of JESUS 
CuRIST, to the ſincere intentions, and acknowledg- 
ed defects of the pious and humble diſciple. 


But if ſuch be the unhappy ſtate of the beſt of 


men under a ſenſe of blame, what muſt thoſe 


wretched perſons endure, who, after a life ſpent in 
continued violation of the Laws of Gop and Man, 
and in open defiance of the authority and power of 


their Maker, ſhall on a ſudden ſtop ſhort, and ſee 


the horror of their guilt, and the juſtice of their 
puniſhment ? can ſuch a one ſoothe himſelf with 
the hape of unbounded mercy, whilſt he muſt have 
in his view at the ſame time the infinite purity of 
the divine nature, and the dignity and ſeverity of 
Gow's government? can the moſt unfeigned ſor- 
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row and anguiſh of mind be able to expiate the 


guilt, or prevent that deſpondency that cannot 
but attend ſuch ſelf-conviction? 


AND yet even to theſe are held out, under the 
glorious light of the Goſpel, terms of reconciliation, 
which the moſt ſanguine hopes could not have feign- 
ed, nor the proudeſt reaſoners have ſuggeſted. To 
the meek, and to the humble ſinner, to him whoſe 
repentance is ſincere, and whoſe reſolutions are 
founded in an utter abhorrence of paſt delinquency, 
though his ins have been as red as ſcarlet, yet 
pardon and peace are offered, through the merits 
of that divine perſon, under whoſe mediation alone 
Mercy and Truth could meet and kiſs each other, and 


the dignity of the divine government remain in- 


violate. 


AND now let any ſerious perſon reflect on this 
melancholy view of our preſent condition ; and 
then let him judge of the importance of a Revela- 
tion, that holds out ſuch an extenſive plan of good- 
neſs and mercy, as can make the pilgrimage of 


this life eaſy and even comfortable, under the 


ſevereſt hardſhips; and reſtore the loſs of Heaven 
to us on ſuch mild and eaſy terms. 


SUCH are the glad-tidings which this bleſſed 
Meſſenger of peace, with healing in his wings, came 
to deliver to a wretched world; and which have 

been. 
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been faithfully tranſmitted to ſucceeding gene- 
rations; and continue to be explained, and en- 
forced, by thoſe that have been properly authorized 
for that important purpoſe. 


Bur though by the public eſtabliſhment of 
Chriſtianity, and the ordinary preaching of its doc- 
trine, the bulk of mankind have ſtated opportuni- 
ties of hearing the word, and receiving the benefits 
ariſing from thence ; yet there are many ſubordinate 
methods of communicating theſe heavenly treaſures, 
which it is the indiſpenſable duty of every ſerious 
Chriſtian to give his aſſiſtance in promoting. 


Tur rudiments of Religion muſt firſt be taught 
under domeſtic inſtruction and parental authority, 
whilſt the tender mind remains incapable of im- 
bibing truths that are only adapted to maturer age. 
Where this method of conveying religious know- 
ledge to the minds of youth, in proportion to their 
years, 1s exerciſed with due propriety, nothing can 
be ſo effectual to the forming the moſt permanent 
principles of right conduct. Information and ad- 
vice, rewards and correction, will operate with 
redoubled force from: the authority and affection 
of the Parent. The beſt judges of human nature 
have approved and inſiſted on the giving this early 
bias in the cauſe of Virtue and Religion, deſpiſing 
the faſtidious dehcacy of ſome ſcrupulous Philoſo- 
phers, who vainly pronounce it inconſiſtent with 

freedom, 
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freedom, to aſſiſt the mind in its choice of the true 
road to Happineſs. 


Ir were well if the practice was as general as 
the principle is good ; but it is to be lamented, that, 


in theſe modern times, the religious education of 


children is ſo much neglected, at leaſt amongſt 


the ſuperior ranks of mankind ;---that the pious 


care of the tender Mother has becn transferred into 
the hands of domeſtics, whoſe talents are often very 
deficient, and whoſe zeal in ſo ſerious a duty may 
be much ſuſpected ;---and that the pleaſing amuſe- 
ment of forming the manners, and improving the 
mind of their Offspring, 1s exchanged for unſea- 
ſonable and unſatisfactory gratifications in public 
and mixt Aſſemblies, where no good can be ob- 
tained, and much evil may find its way. For this 
religious education has been eſteemed by all wiſe 
men, not only eſſential to the welfare and happineſs 
of the Children themſelves, but of the utmoſt 
conſequence to the public peace, and good order 
of the community. It is a matter of fact, and 


not of ſpeculation, that the paths of Virtue, and 


conſequently the believing and practiſing that ſyſ- 
tem of Religion which beſt inculcates and promotes 
the extenſion of virtuous conduct, lead moſt aſſur- 
edly both to pubhc and private happineſs; and 


they, who ſee and feel the good effects of ſuch 


early prepoſſeſſions, will not heſitate a moment 


about preventing the 25 from forming a wrong 


determi nation. 
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determination. And therefore where, through the 


death, or the neceſſities, or, which is too often the 
caſe, the culpable negligence of the poor Parent, 
this attention to the forming of their manners has 
been wanting in theſe Children, the piety and 
charity of others have taken the matter into their 
hands, and liberally ſupplied them, by the inftruc- 
tion of faithful teachers, with the word of life. 


THe nature of theſe inſtitutions is well known, 
which this Anniverſary ſets forth to public view, 
to excite the benevolence of thoſe who know the 
value, and reap the benefit of early inſtructiòn, 
towards the removal of that unavoidable ignorance 
which otherwiſe would involve theſe unhappy ob- 
jects. Much good may be derived from them, and 
we do not ſee that any reaſonable objections can be 
formed againſt them, whilſt they are kept within 
their original plan, as we truſt they are; of connect- 
ing rehgious knowledge with laborious induftry. 
The being taught plain rules of Morality, and the 
fundamental parts of Chriſtianity, can with no 
propriety be ſaid to render theſe perſons unfit for, 
or leſs diſpoſed to, the ſervile offices of life: on 
the contrary, we have ſeen, in the former part of 
this diſcourſe, that no ſyſtem of religion can recon- 
cile the inferiority of condition with ſuch ſolid 
comfort, or, enforce patience and ſubjection to juſt 
authority, with ſuch fubllancud. motives as he 
goſpel af CHRIST. 


THERE 
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Tur is another Inſtitution of great utility, 
which likewiſe comes in aid of the ordinary and 
public teaching of the goſpel, which conſiſts in 
diſtributing the Holy Scriptures, and eaſy explana- 
tions of them, with pious Tracts of various kinds, to 
the poor and 1gnorant, but well-diſpoſed, objects. 


Such a ſupply of Chriſtian Knowledge is in all 


places of great ſervice, as the inſtruction conveyed 


by ſuch Tracts is more adapted to the minds of 
unlettered people than an elaborate diſcourſe once 
heard from the pulpit, which cannot be attended 
to ſo cloſely, or with ſuch good effect, as the fa- 
miliar productions drawn up for their peculiar uſe, 
and conſtantly at hand for their peruſal. 


Bur in a particular manner are ſuch diſtribu- 
tions uſeful in this great Metropolis, where are 
to be ſeen, upon the only day in which they can 
be ſuppoſed to hear the word of Gop and attend 
the public worſhip, ſuch an amazing number of 
inferior perſons employed in various ways for the 
eaſe and luxury of their richer neighbours ; and who, 
by theſe means, are as much deprived of the know- 
ledge neceſſary to their ſalvation, as the moſt re- 
mote ſavages on earth. What great ſervice may 


then be done by the pious zeal of good men to 


theſe unhappy perſons, if they can, by ſuch a ſup- 
ply of eaſy advice and information, receive ſome 
rays 
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| + tounds, them. Even the moſt thoughtleſs and 
abandoned have ſometimes their ſeri 10us, moments, 
and, under a ſudden anxiety about their future ex- 
- tence, they will embrace any inſtruction that 
falls in their way, and may be rouſed from their 
\. lethargy, by the grace of Go p, into a proper ſenſe 

+ of War een. . 
'B ESIDES this thave'1 is another defect, and an 
increaſing one too,. to which theſe religious com- 
munities can ſupply ſome, though imperfect, reme- 
dy: I mean, the great diſproportion of new build- 
ings to the places erected for public worſhip ; whilſt 
ſuch, as are erected, are deſtined for the uſe of the 
great and opulent; as if our bleſſed Saviour had 
only ſaid, that the Rich have the goſpel preached unto 

them. 


THROUGH the want of theſe, great part of the 

better ſort of inhabit-nts, and almoſt all the Poor, 

are abſolutely precluded from any opportunity of 

. worſhipping: their Maker in public, and of hearing 

the goſpel of peace. And who can wonder that 
2 ſuch crowds, not having a ſpot to bend their knee 
1 upon, ſhould reſort to Conventicles ſet apart for 
religious purpoſes by unauthoriſed and unqualified 
teachers ; hoping, and truſting, that the piety and 
lincerity of their intentions may compenſate for 
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the deviation they are making from the eſtabliſhed 
worſhip in which they were bred ? 


In this ſtate of things, which, though moſt to 
be lamented in this great Metropolis, 1s too obſerv- 
able in many populous trading towns in different 
parts of the kingdom, a liberal communication of 
well choſen books for the explication of doctrines 
and the enforcement of duty cannot but be deem- 
ed a labour of love, very extenſive in its effects, and 
of important ſervice in keeping up a ſenſe of reli- 
gion in the inferior claſſes of mankind. 


CHARITY 1s multiform and various, as are the 
evils and diſtreſſes of the human ſpecies ; and, whilſt 
ſome are kindly relieving the pains and diſeaſes of 
the body, let it be the pious care of others to con- 
tribute to the ſaving of many a neglected Soul, 
that would have ſunk into the groſſeſt darkneſs and 
depravity ; both kinds of benevolence conſpiring 
to ſupply the great imperfection of the preſent ſtate 
of things, either by relieving, or removing, the 
preſent diſtreſs of the ſufferers, or ſecuring to them 
a happy exchange for a better life. | 


ABoOvE all, let the intereſts of Religion be our 
greateſt concern. The world 1s divided between 
the votaries of Virtue and of Vice; and the friends 
of the Mammon of unrighteouſneſs are active and 
vigilant in ſecuring proſelytes to their intereſts, and 


they 
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they have many a ſoothing art, and many a pleaſing 
temptation to allure with. 


Ir there be combinations formed for the ſpread- 
ing of Vice and Infidelity, let us likewiſe unite in 
friendly conſultations to counteract theſe works 
of darkneſs ; but let it be with prudence, let it be 
with religious weapons, let it be with the ford of 
the Spirit, and with the breaſt-plate of Righteouſneſs. 


AnD if any good man, through the ſuppoſed 
abounding of iniquity, or the great difficulty of 
recovermg the inveterate finner from his habits 
of vice, ſhould deſpair of being able to do 
good in the preſent generation; let him caſt a 
favourable eye on the riſing one, in this lovely 
appearance of innocent youth : let him kindly 
aſſiſt the worthy Guardians of this numerous Aſ- 
ſembly, in their pious labour of inſtructing them 
to know the only true Gon, and JEsUs CHRIST 
whom He has ſent; in their inſtilling into them a love 
of truth and fidelity, a love of induſtry and con- 
ſtant employment, and a dutiful and conſcientious 
ſubjection to their King, to the Laws of their coun- 
try, and to the juſt commands of thoſe under whoſe 
authority they ſhall hereafter be placed. 


May the hearts of all who ſeriouſly embrace 


the Religion of CHRIS, and pray for its ſupport 
and eſtabliſhment amongſt us, be enlarged towards 
QC 8 theſe

profeſſion of it ; and may the Almighty bleſs and 
promote this our labour of love; and with his hea- 
venly influence enlighten the underſtanding, and 
graft into the hearts of all the love of his name;

Bu x for the better underſtanding the Nature and 


Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs. 


lt was about the latter End of the Vear 1698, 


that a few Gentlemen formed themſelves into a Vo- 
of the Society.

ſtill continued to carry on, in that Capacity, their \ gen. 
more extenſive Deſigns for advancing the Honour of tinue as Ve

Chriſtian Knowledge, both at Home and in other 
Parts of the World, by the beſt Methods that ſhould 
offer. They are therefore a Society diſtin& from 
this Corporation, and known by the Name of the 
Society koz Promoting Chailiian Knowledge. 

THE1R principal Methods were the ſame as they 
had been before. The F1RsT was, to procure and 
encourage the erecting of CHARITY-SCHoOOLS, in all Charity- 
Parts of the Kingdom: and that thoſe Schools might _ 
anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect⸗ 
ed, the Society has not been wanting in their Corre- 
ſpondence (with ſuch of their Members as have been 
concern'd in the Support and Management thereof) 
to recommend at all Times, that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed, to inure the Children of

the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, that ſo they may 
become good Chriſtians, loyal and uſeful Subjects;

gation, or any other Buſineſs, that ſhall be thought 
of moſt Uſe and Benefit to the Publick. With theſe 
Views the Society printed and diſperſed ſuch a Set 
of Rules for the good Order and Government of 
theſe Schools, as had been approved of by the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, who directed, that the ſame 
ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes. 
But what Care they have taken, and what they have 
done in theſe Particulars, will appear from Ne II. in 
the Appendix. 
ANOTHER Method was to diſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer-Books, and divers Sorts 
of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed many 
Hundred Thouſands of them, in ſuch Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy 
Religion. Theſe Books and Tracts (of which there 
is a Catalogue in the Appendix, Ne III.) are to be had 
by their own Members on the Terms there ſet down. 
THESE are the General Deſigns of this Society: 
and though their certain Income towards ſupporting 
them be but ſmall, yet they have hitherto been ena- 
bled by their own Annual Subſcriptions, and the Le-

In the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 1732 
when they heard the melancholy Account of the a 
Sufferings of the Proteſtants in Saltzburg, having 
firſt obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon do- 
ing all that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections Sa/tzburgh 
for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in ler ou: 
June the ſame Year, they publiſhed, An Account of 
the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 
Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed, A further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extract of the Journals of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firjt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 
to Georgia; and of the Miniſters that accompanied 
them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, being enforced 
by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through Gop's 
Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of eyery Rank 
1 | and 
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and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany, have been ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 
in the Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 
Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Saltæburgers; who, 
with two Miſhonaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer ; and there live in a 
contented, comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon 
ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the 
Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony. 

Tu great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
tor their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
{o far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of ihe SoCIETY's Deſigns, that they had nothing 
left to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies; excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona— 
ries and Schoolmaſter. But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how to make good this Annual Salary, without re- 
commending again the Sa/tzburg-Colony in Georgia, 
both to rhe Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, - 
as have Ability, and with well to it. But until far- 
ther Aſſiſtance ſhall be received, the Society, deſirous 
that this good Work may not want a preſent Supply,

But ſuch is the Zeal, and Thirſt of good 
Chriſtians throughout Wales, for having the Holy 
Scriptures in that Language, wherein alone they can 
poſſibly read them; that this Impreſſion (large as it 
was) fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand 
that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 
ciety, from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to 
their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 
the Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copies ; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teftaments, and 
as many Common Prayer Books in the ſame Language. 

This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Bleſſing of Gop, 
happily finiſhed, and diſtributed,

cular Letter A. D. 1712, they have theſe Words : 

% AND becauſe ſome have apprehended, that the

« caſion, in Time, a Want of Servants, eſpecially 

« in Huſbandry; the Society recommend it to your 


« Conſideration, whether the bringing up the Chil- 


« dren to Huſbandry, or putting them out to Ser- 
<« vices, at Sea, or in ſober Families, may not be 
* more uſeful to the Publick, and no leſs beneficial 
to themſelves. 

In the Year 1719, they recommended the fame

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Schools; as Husbandry in any of its Branches, 
Spinning, Sewing, Knitting, or any other uſeful 
Fmployment; to which the particular Manufac- 
tures of their reſpective Countries may lead them: 
This will bring them to an Habir of Induſtry, 

as well as prepare them for the Buſineſs by which 
they are afterwards to ſubſiſt in the World, and 
effoctually obviate an Objection againſt the Cha- 
rity Schools, that they tend to take poor Children 
off from thole ſervile Offices whicl: are neceſſary 
in all Communities, and for which the wiſe Go— 
vernor of the World has by his Providence de- 
ſigned them. 

Tur belt Means of employing the Poor has 
always had a Share in the Thoughts of the wiſeſt 
Men in this Kingdom; and the preſent State of 
Affairs, with reſpect to our Trade, ſeems to re- 
quire a Continuance of your Care and Applica- 
tion, to promote thoſe Employments among the 
Children educated in Charity Schools, which may 
be molt for the Service of the Publick ; ſo that 
beſide Reading, Writing, and Arithmetick, and 
inſtructing them in the Principles and Rules of 
our holy Religion, they ought alſo ro be inured 
to ſome ſort of profitable Labour or Buſineſs. 

* IT has been obſerved by a worthy Correſpond- 
ing Member, that where, in the Want of other 
Labour, the Children in the Country go a Mile 
or two to School, even that has contributed to 
make them robuſt and active; and that Gar- 
dening, Plowing, Harrowing, or other ſervile La- 
bour every other Day for their Parents, has been 
no Prejudice to their Progreſs in Learning.

„ *T1s not eaſy to prefcribe ſuch an Employ as 
would ſuit all Parts of the Kingdom; and there- 
fore it muſt be left to the Prudence of thoſe 
who are intruſted with the Management of Cha- 
rity Schools, to chuſe ſuch Employments for 
the Children, as they ſhall judge to be moſt prac- 
ticable in their reſpective Places; and if any in 
your Neighbourhood have been ſo happy as to 
fall into a proper Method for employing poor 
Children, you are deſired to ſignify it in as parti- 
cular a manner as you can; that when the So- 
ciety are furniſhed with a greater Variety of ſuch 
Methods, they may be communicated to the 
Publick for general Practice. 
* AND tho' the Manner of employing the Poor 
may, at firſt, be attended with ſome Difficulty, 
by reaſon of the Variety of Manufactures in the 
Kingdom, and the Marterſals neceſſary for them, 
which all Places do not equally afford; yet 
whereever an Attempt has been made (tho' by 
Means perhaps at firſt not appearing very proba- 
ble) it has ſeldom failed of producing ſome 
good Effect: for notwithſtanding the Produce of 
the Manufactures, wherein the Poor are employ- 
ed, ſhould happen to be but ſmall, yet if they 
are kept from Idleneſs and Beggary, and inured to 
a ſober and induſtrious way of Living, the good 
Effects thereof, as well to themſelves as to the 
Publick, will fully compenſate all the Pains that 
ſhall be taken therein. 
« THE general Uſefulneſs of Husbandry to this 
Nation, the real Want there has been of Perſons 
to be employed in it, and the Mortality that has

FROM theſe Extracts it will appear, how care- 
ful this Society has always been to obviate the com- 
mon Objections made againſt the Charity Schools, 
that they only breed up Children in Idleneſs and 
Pride; and it mult not be omitted, that as early 


as the Year 1712, they particularly recommended, 


% That however theſe Children are diſpoſed of, it 
ce will be very neceſlary beforehand to teach them 
« that great Leſſon of true Humility, which our

* ciples; leſt the Advantages they receive from a

AND knowing that it is of the higheſt Impor- 
tance to the Welfare of the Charity Schools, to re- 
move all Occaſion of Complaint againſt them as

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acquainted their Members in Town and Country, 


That his Grace the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
having heard ſome Complaints againſt the Con- 
duct of certain Teachers in theſe Schools, on this 
Head, did, in 1716, write a Letter to the Truſtees 
of the Schools in and about London, earneſtly ex- 
horting them 7:goroufly to animadvert upon all, 
whether Children or Teachers, who either appear, 
or ſuffer them 10 appear at any time in publick, 
to affront the Government, and bear a Part in thoſe 
Tumults and Riots, which are ſo great a Scandal, 
as well as Prejudice, to the good Order and Peace 
of the Realm. And likewiſe, if there be any Ca- 
techiſms or Inſlitutions taught in any of theſe 
Schools, that meddle with political or party Prin- 
ciples, that they ought immediately to be thrown 
aſide, as pernicious to the original Deſigu of theſe 
prous Nurſeries. 


SOME time after this, his Grace, in a particular 


manner, recommended it to the Truſtees of the 
Charity Schools in and about London; To require 
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all the Maſters and Miſtreſſes under their Di- 
rection, not only to take the Oaths to the Go- 
vernment before their Admiſſion, but at the 
Time of their Admiſſion to ſubſcribe to tome ſuch 
ſolemn Promiſe, or Declaration, as the follow- 
ing, viz. T hat they do heartily acknowledge his Ma- 
jejly King GEORGE, to be the only lawful and 
rightful King of theſe Realms; and will to the 
utmoſt of their Power educate the Children com- 
mitted to their Charge, in a true Senſe of their 
Duty to him as ſuch : That they will not, by any

SEVERAL other Prelates have earneſtly preſſed 
the like Exhortations, in their Sermons at the An- 
niverſary Meetings of the Charity Schools, as well 
as on other Occaſions; and the Society think it 
incumbent on them to ule all their Intereſt to pro- 
cure a general Conformity to his Grace's and their 
Lordſhips Sentiments in this Matter, as of the laſt. 
Importance to the Welfare of the Charity Schools; 
and therefore intreat all their Correſpondents to 
do their utmoſt to remove all Occaſions of Com- 
plainr, as they value the Proſperity of theſe Schools.

The following PROPOSAL having been made 
to the SOCIETY ſome Time ago, was reprinted by 
them, and recommended again to. the Conſidera- 
tion of all the Truſtees for CHARITY Schools, 
and diſtributed among thoſe which are in and 
about London. 


HE Inſtructing of Youth, and Providing for 

the Poor and Impotent, are ſuch obvious Du- 

ties, that they meet with univerſal Approbation; 

but che moſt proper Means to attain that good 
End, is often diſputed. | 

TuRH EreQting of Charity Schools has moſt cer- 


tainly laid a good Foundation for the firſt ; and the 
late excellent Law relating to Work- Houſes, has put 


It in the Power of every Pariſh in a much better 

Manner to provide for the latter. 
As to the Charity Schools, it muft needs be ac- 
knowledged, that thoſe excellent Perſons who firſt 
form'd,

torm'd, and they who have ſince conducted that good 
Work, ought ever to be mentioned with Honour: 
And now, that ſuch Schools are eſtabliſhed in moſt 
Parts of the Kingdcm, it is much to be wiſhed that 
ſome Means could be contrived to render them till 
more uſeful, and effectually to anſwer the good Pur- 
poſes of their Inſtitution. 

IT is conceived, that if the Children educated in 
Charity Schools, were employed in ſome ſuch Buſi- 
neſs as they are capable of, it would be no Hindrance 
to their Learning, and might have a very good Effect, 
by inuring them early to Induſtry; but what that 
Employment ſhould be, and the Manner of conduct- 
ing it, muſt be left to the Managers of the ſeveral 
Schools, who are the beſt Judges of what is moſt 
proper and convenient to be done. 

SuPPosE England and Wales to contain Ten thouſand 
Pariſhes, and that but Ten Perſons in every Parith, 
one with another, were by ſome Method employed, 
who were perfectly idle before, then the whole num- 
ber of Perſons ſo ſet ro work would be One Hundred 
thoufand, who, if they work but 3oo Days in a Year, 
and one with another earn'd but a Ha- Penny a Day, 
the Produce of their Labour at the Year's end would 
amount to 62,500 Pounds.

GOOD BROTHER, 

T HE Decay of Piety and Religion, and the Increaſe of Sin and Vice, are 

ſo viſible in our Days, notwithſtanding the Endeavours of the Parochial 
Clergy to prevent them; that no additional Expedients ought to be omitted, 
which may help, in any Meaſure, to preſerve among our People a Senſe of 
Duty, and a Spirit of Devotion, 

ON E of theſe Expedients is, the putting into their Hands, as Occaſion ſhall 
be found, ſome ſhort and plain Tracts upon Religious Subjects; ſuch as being 
ſhort, they are like to read, or may eaſily procure to be read to them; and be- 
ing alſo plain, they cannot fail of underſtanding; and morcover, being always 
at hand, and read over often, they will naturally make a deeper Impreſſion upon 
their Minds, than Inſtructions and Admonitions, either from the Pulpit, or by 
Word of Mouth. | | 

IT was with this View, that ſeveral Biſhops, Clergymen, and other ſerious 
Perſons among the Laity, did Jong ſince form themſelves into a Society, for 
printing and diſperſing ſuch practical TraQs in great Numbers. And for the 
diſperſing them more effectually, they have from time to time admitted, and 
continue to admit, ſeveral Perſons in all Parts of the Kingdom, whom they

THE Hon. Governor Palk, in a Letter from Fort S. 

George, dated 11th of March. 1766, gives this reſpect- 
able L be” lies of the SociteTY's Miſſionaries in India: 
« Mr Fabricius, Mr Breitbaupt, and Mr Hutteman, are indeed 
the very Men you have repreſented them in your Letter; 
and have always been much reſpected both here and every 
where elſe; and I am at all times glad to promote their 
Welfare.“ 

The Socizry hath received two Letters from the Rev. 
Meſſieurs Fabricius and Breithaupt (by the Pacifick) dated 
from Madras the 12th and 19th of * 1766, *

with their Money Accounts, and the chief Occurrences of 
the laſt Year, 

They thank Gov' that they have lived together upwards 
of ſixteen Years in Union, and that he hath been pleaſed to 
continue them and their Fellow-Labourers in Health and 
Safety this laſt Year; and particularly in protecting them in 
April laſt from an Attack from the Subab of Decan, and 
cauſing his Army to retreat, 

They look upon their Conferences with the Heathen as 
one of their main Buſineſſes. Little Treatiſes have been be- 
{towed on thoſe who ſhewed a Deſire to read them. They 
defend their Idolatry as being practiſed by their Forefathers ; 
and ſay, if they ſhould embrace Chriſtianity, the People of 
their Caſt would be offended with them, and their Idols 
would puniſh them; whilſt ſome others liſten to the Chriſtian 
Doctrine with Attention. 

In July Mr Fabricius undertook a Journey into the Coun- 
try, to preach the Goſpel where no Proteſtant Miiſionaries 
had ever been before; it being now ſafe tor the Engliſb to 
travel to diſtant Places. At Yellore he baptized two Chil- 
dren, and married a Dutch Serjeant to a Roman Catholic 
Girl, who was inclined to turn Proteſtant. During this 
Journey he diſtributed The Soldiers Monitor and other good 
Books.

The Reverend Mr Hutteman, with a Letter dated from 
Cuddulore, 4th of Feb. 1766, by the Pacifick, hath ſent an 
Account of the State of the Miſſion for the Year 1765. 

He bleſſeth Gop for preſerving him and his Fellow-La- 
bourers tn Health, and enabling them to go through their 
Functions without Interruption : Only the late Pandaram 
Arulananden, not thinking himſelf ſafe there from his Ene- 
mies, and being accuſtomed to a travelling Life, is gone 
into the Country, and it is uncertain whether he is yet alive. 
His Place of Schoolmaſter is filled up by Mancel, a Youth 
from Tranquebar, 

The Labours in the Church and School have been the 
ſame as in the laſt Year. The Miſſionary and Mr Obek 
have daily inſtructed in the School 15 Children: Habbacuc 
and Manoel have the Charge of 25 Children in the Tamulian 
School. 

In the Evening Prayers, from Seven to Eight, Mr Hut- 
teman expounds the Second Leſſon; when he is conſtantly 
attended by ſeveral Soldiers who formerly viſited bad Houſes,

The Revenue of the Rice Fields hath defrayed a good 
deal of the Miſſion Expences. The rainy October greatly 
damaged the Fields. The Eſtate at Dewicolla was over- 
flowed for ten Days, and molt of the Crop ſwept away or 
ſpoiled ; ſo that little is to be expected from it this Year, 

Mr Huttemanexpreſles his Joy at hearing that the Soci Ev 
hath determined to ſend him an Aſſiſtant Miſſionary ; and 
hopes he ſhall receive him on board the next Ships. 

He hath ſent the Account of Receipts and Diſburſements, 
and concludes with his reſpectful Acknowledgments for the 
Favours received from the SOCIETY.

any one Year ſince he came to Bengal; and allo for making

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Lord Clive the happy Inſtrument of reſtoring Peace and 
Tranquillity, and of procuring great Advantages to the 
Honourable Eaſt India Company; and he hopes by this 
means a Door will be opened towards preaching the ſalutary 
Doctrines of the Goſpel among the Natives. 

Since the Peace, many of the German Volunteers are re- 
turned home to Calcutia, and at their Requeſt Mr Mernander 
hath again reſumed his Sermons in the High German Lan- 
guage ac Seven in the Morning ; after which the Portugueſe 
Sermon begins at Ten, and he hath Prayers in that Lan- 

uage at Four in the Afternoon.

there were more Miſſionaries there.) And he hopes that 
ſome at leaſt of thoſe whom he inſtructs in that Language, 
will be able to explain the great Truths of Chriſtianity to. 
other Indians in their own native Tongues,

He thanks Go p, 
he has a Houſe of his own to live in; and the Houſe for— 
merly allowed by the Governor and Council for the School, 
has in it a great Hall uſed at preſent as a Church, large 
enough for the Congregation. 

Some poor Widows and Orphans receive monthly Alms 
according to their Wants. 

Calcutta has been well ſupplied with a good Number of 
Engliſh, German and Portugueſe Books from the Socikry 
for promoting Chriſtian 2 and from the Brethren 
at Tranquebar, many of which, he hopes, have been pro- 
periy diſpoſed of; and with Pleaſure obſerves, that his Con- 
gregation appears ſtil] more devour, and are more careful in 
conforming their Lives to the Precepts of the Goſpel, 

He concludes with Thanks to the SociE rx for their con- 
tinued Favours; and with Prayers for a Bleſſing on their 
Endeavours for the Converſion of Souls. 

Mr Kiernander has ſince wrote a Letter to the Soeigrv, 
dated 17th of March 1766, acquainting them, that he hath 
received by the Ship Ponsbarne, the Silver and Preſents ſent 
by it, and hath taken Care to apply them properly. 

In another Letter, dated from thence 3 1ſt of Dec. 1756, 
Mr Kiernander gives a ſhort Extract of the moſt material

a Jew for ſome Years. From hence he went to Bombay, 
and in his Voyage being, much afflicted with Sickneſs, he 
was moved to attend the Prayers read on board the Ship on 
Sundays, which gave him great Comfort, and made him 
deſirous to turn Chriſtian. But he afterwards neglected and 
forgot this, till he came to Calcutta, where he was again 
viſited with a ſevere Sickneſs, and then his Deſire of be- 
coming a Chriſtian was again renewed. He conſulted one, 
who from a Jew was turned Roman Catholick, he adviſed 
him to apply to the Romiſh Prieſt ; but his great Averſion 
to the Adoration of Images, made him rather chooſe to ap- 
ply to Mr KNiernander; who found him very earneſt in his 
Reſolution, and that he could read and underſtand Hebrew 
well, and could read Eugliſß tolerably ; and therefore he 
made him a Preſent of an Hebrew and an Eugliſb Bible, and 
recommended to him to read with great Attention P/ xxii. 
and Iſaiab Ini, The next Day, Levi told him that certainly 
David and [/aiab pointed out JES us as the CHRIS, that 
he would believe in Him, as it was in vain to look for an- 
other. After this he came daily from Ten to Twelve to 
be farther inſtructed, when ſeveral proper Paſſages in the 
holy Scriptures, together with the Apoſtles Creed and the- 
Lord's Prayer were explained to him, After ſix Weeks In- 
ſtruction, as his Knowledge increaſed, and his Deſire of 
entering into the Chriſtian Covenant grew ſtronger, he was. 
baptized on the 26th of O#. 1766. Since which he has 
been particularly chearful and contented, attends the Divine 


Service regularly on Sundays, and at other Times follows 
ſome ſmall Trade,

In May, Meſſieurs Kohlboff and Dame, and in September, 
Meſſrs Wiedebrooł and Klein, went to Nagapatnam to preach 
and adminiſter the Holy Communion, and here the Dectrines 
of Chriſtianity were propoſed to the Heathen and Mahome- 
dans. | 
In Fan. 1765, Mr Schwartz viſited them from Tirutchi- 
napally, and Mr Zeglin preached the Goſpel in Tanſchaur in 
March and April, and at Requeſt, inſtructed the Children of 
Mr Barg, a Captain in the King of Tanſchaur's Service, in 
the Principles of Chriſtianity.
